PRESIDENT TO SIGN 
GOP ANTI-INFLATION 


"RELUCTANTLY" 


ACTION EXPECTED SOON 
AFTER ANNOUNCEMENT 
BLASTING PROVISIONS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—(IP)— 
President Truman promised to sign 
Into law today the Republican anti- 
Inflation bill, but he branded It as 
"pitifully inadequate" to deal with 
the '"grave peril" confronting the 
nation's economy. 


Several key Republicans struck 
back with angry words of their 
own 
In defense of the voluntary 
steps which form the backbone of 


ti the GOP .measure. 
Thus the high cost of living and 
how to 
bring It down sizzled as 
the major political Issue to start 
off the 1948 election year. 
Truman Reveals Decision 
Mr. 
Truman took the unusual 


course of issuing a Sunday state- 
ment to announce his decision and 
to declare that If congress does not 
give him better weapons to fight 
inflation the country may face a 
"serious depression." 
The first official action to carry 
out the bill's provisions appeared 
likely to be an order to distillers to 
hold their grain consumption 
to 


2,500,000 bushels a month during 
the five weeks the bill revives Mr.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 29—(ff)— 
President Truman may appeal to 
congress In his forthcoming state 
of the union message to speed up 
Its Marshall plan schedule to avert 
a possible spring crisis In Europe. 
Mr. Truman Is known to 
have 


been told by his Capitol Hill lleut- 
ants that, under present clrcum 
stances, final congressional action 
on the long range European recov- 
ery program Is not likely to come 
before the stop-gap relief law ap- 
proved by the special session ex- 
pires March 31. 


Under the terms of'this act, all 
commitments must be made before 
that date. Whether there Is any 
money left for spring relief work 
depends on the rate at which It Is 
spent during the winter.

Wreck Scene, Aid 
And Hamper Work

Roads to the scene of Sunday 


night's train wreck were jammed 
with the cars of sightseers, mov- 
ing 
slowly, 
almost 
bumper-to- 


bumper and breaking ranks only 
when another screaming ambu- 
lance flashed Its red lights be- 
tween the lanes. 
Motorists apparently 
were un- 


certain just where the wreck had 
happened, and many were turning 
off Into side roads, or stopping a 
mile from the scene. Some hitch- 
hiked back to their cars after in- 
specting the wreckage. 


Many at Scene. 


Much of the traffic, however, 


kept on the right path—which Is 
an exact description of the road— 
and scores of cars were at the 
scene for hours after the crash 
A shortcut to the site through a 
farm belonging to R. D. Fleming 
was heavily traveled. 
No traffic accidents were 
re- 


pored on the highway, alhough 
one ambulance was brought to 
town by a wrecker. 


The first Impression a sightseer 


gained was the huge size of he 
coaches laying on their sides. At 
their unique angles, they appeared 
much larger than when rolling 
smoothly down the tracks, 
Cars Not Destroyed. 


The lack of major damage also 
was

least one of the cars had slid sev- 
eral yards off the high embank- 
ment at the trestle, none was bad- 
ly twisted nor 
splintered.

Ex-King Vittorio 
Emanuele, Italy, 
Is Dead In Exile 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Dec. 28.— 


(flV-Vittorio Emanuele III, 78, the 
diminutive kinc whose 20 years of 
subservience to Benito Mussolini 
led to the downfall of the House of 
Suvoy and nearly brought about' 
the ruin of Italy, died in exile yes- 
terday of pneumonia at his Alexan- 
dria villa. 


Vittorio Emanuele, esteemed by 
his people after World War I, came 
under the domination of Mussolini 
In 1922 when the latter marched 
on Rome and the king summoned 
him to form tt cabinet. 
At the time Marshal Pictro Ba- 


doglio was reported to have asked 
the king to, give him a few regi- 
ments to smash the black shirt up- 
rising, but was turned down be- 
cause the king want' 
to' avoid 


bloodshed.

During the ensuing years 
the 


five-foot-three monarch signed a, 
long series of Fascist decrees Mus-' 
solini placed before'him.

thut Europe not only was not re- 
covering but would need a lot more 
help for a long time. 


S on June 5 Secretary of State 


Marshall came up with a sugges- 
tion. In brief, this Is what he told 
the countries of Europe: 


1—We'll help you all we can If— 
2—You work out some plan for 


helping yourselves recover and then 
tell us how much added help you 
need from us. 


Not Unselfish Order 
This was not an unselfish offer. 
This government had three good 
reasons for the suggestion: 
I 


1—Humanitarian—To help 
hu-' 


man beings, the people of Europe, 
get out ot their jam. 


2—Economic—To help Europe be- 


come 
prosperous 
again. 
This 


would help our 
prosperity 
later 


through foreign trade. 


3—Political—To 
keep 
Europe 


from turning Communist. If the 
countries there became too weak, 
they might turn to Communism as 
a last resort. 


Kods Stay Out 


Shortly after Secretary Marshall 


made his offer, the European Com- 
munists said they would do all they 
could to wreck tho plan. 
Russia, and the countries under 
Russia's thumb, refused to have 
anything to do with 
Marshall's 


idea. 


But 16 European nations, most 


of them in Western Europe, snatch- 
ed at Marshall's offer. 
Those 10 


were: 


Austria, Belgium, Britain, Den- 
mark, Ireland, France, Greece, Icu- 
land, Italy, Luxembourg, the Neth- 
erlands, Norway. Portugal, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Turkey. 


The 16 met in Paris for weeks 


a.nd agreed on a number of things 
they said they could do to help 
themselves and one another recov- 


Sclf-Help Not Enough 


But they said 
their 
self-help 


would not bo enough, that they'd 
need help from us and other Ameri- 
ca countries for at least four years. 


For months our government ex- 
perts went over the program work- 
ed out in Paris. 


They cut down a bit here, chang- 


ed a bit there, and after much 
work came up with their ideas. 


This, at last, was the Marshall 
Plan for helping Europe. 


Unless 
congress 
approves the 


plan, or some form of it, nothing 
can be done. Congress can okay it, 
rtiango it, or kill it, although it is 
not expected to kill it. 


Mr. Truman figures that, under 


the plan, the help this country wii! 
have to give Europe should amount
